CONSOLIDATION OF RAILROADS 
Better, public service, reduced cost of 


maintenance and operation, and equali/a- 
tion of transportation conditions are chief 
arguments in favor of 'the plan of consoli- 
dating the railroads into nineteen regional 
'groups. The idea has been discussed by 
railroad executives' for' many years, but 
there have been insurmountable obstacles 
to its realization. 
' ..Most of the railroad mileage of the Unit- 
ed States is operated at "a loss. This has 
been the principal barrier to consolidation-. 
The large, profitable systems have been un- 
willing to acquire minor roads, which, for 
some"reason, could not produce sufficient 
traffic and revenue to meet 
expenses.

staff Include every phase of Canadian 
national activity. 


The film studio is in Ottawa, within 


easy reach of all the government de- 
partment officials. All of the work ofr 
developing film, coloring it, making 
art subtitles, and some of the photog- 
raphy goes on in this one building. 
The government pictures* do not cost 
extravagant and alluring prices like 
the fiction films. Scenery and indus- 
tries are shot free, and, when actors 
are wanted ,in order to weave a story 
into the pictures, the bureau calls 
upon a few people in town who film 
well and like the novelty of being in 
pictures. When they arc paid for this 
work, they aro on the government roll, 
and the salaries are typical govern- 
ment salaries. 


The government pictures arc gencr-, 


ally one-reelers with a story runnning 
through them. One-may be a scenic 
picture of old Quebec or Lake Louise. 
Another is industrial—salmon fishing, 
for example. And others may ,have 
history, a- news "event," a government 
activity, or some typical Canadian cus- 
tom as a foundation.

The majority of .-consumers -will smile

Make a paste of one-half teaspoon 


mustard. 1 teaspoon salt, 1 teaspoon 
sugar and about 3 tablespoons vine- 
gar. Spread this paste over the meat. 
Put the meat in a large frying pan 
and cover with an onion very thinly 
sliced. Pour 1-2 cup boiling: water in 
one side of the pan very carefully. Do 
not let the water disturb the paste 
or onion. Cover closely and put in a 
slow ovon for at least an hour and 
a half. When rvady to serve, dot with 
butter and sprinkle 
with 
minced 


parsley. 


There will be absolutely no taste of 


vinegar or mustard, but the meat will 


bo very tender. The vinegar is used 
to soften the tough fibers rather than 
glx'O flavor. 


Another way to cook a flank steak 


is to spread it with the same vinegar 
paste, cover it with a bread stuffing, 
roll it up and tie it. Then bake it in 
a slow oven for the same length of 
time. 


Stuffing 


One and one-half cups stale bread 


crumbs, a tablespoons melted butter, 
1-4 teaspoon pepper. 1 teaspoon salt, 
hot water. 


Mix salt and pepper with bread 


crumbs. Add melted butter and mix 
with a fork. 
Add hot water very 


slowly, mixing with the hands. The 
dressing should be just moist enough 
to stick together but not moist enough 
to bo smooth and pasty. Spread this 
on the meat and roll up like a jelly 
roll. Bake in a moderate oven for an 
hour and a half.
